PRIVATE CANTEEN 
CAUSES WORRY 
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A few hours after its first 
drum-head service had clicked to 
a smooth military finish the 
Newmarket military training 
centre became like a roaring 
boom camp Sunday as thousands 
of wives, sweethearts and rela- 
tives poured into the compound 
to visit the trainees. 

Tlie rookies attended the 
drum-head service late in the 
morning, and wound up with a 
short route march through the 
town. Soon after lunch hundreds 
of cars churned up the dust of 
the camp "streets" as mothers 
and wives started a frantic search 
for their boys. 

It wasjthe first "at home" the 
camp had held, and the visitors 
were supposed to leave by 5 
o'clock. But so many thousands 
came that camp officers gave up 
all hope of clearing the grounds 
and restoring order before sun- 
down. "We'll have to wait until 
they get hungry — we can't very 
well drive them out," said Capt. 
Bert Dodgson. 

The camp was built to hold 
1,200 men, but by early afternoon 
nearly 5,000 men, women and 
children were jammed in the 
narrow "streets," so that it look- 
ed like a minjng camp on pay 
day. | 

It was a happy day for all but 
the harassed officers, who were 
besieged jby the visitors seeking 
their boys In the bewildering 
confusion of the crowded camp. 

Only one incident marred the 
day, and ft was a situation which 
had, been developing since the 
camp had been opened. A priv- 
ately owned canteen, located In 
the heart of the camp, was doing 
five times the business of the 
regular canteen, operated by the 
Salvation Army. So bad was the 
situation Sunday | that the Sal- 
vation Army officers said they 
would haVe to give up the can- 
teen unless the civilian one was 
ordered out of business. 

On Saturday, which was a 
fairly normal camp day, the Sal- 
vation Army canteen sold only

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twelve cases of soft drinks, while 
the private store reportedly sold 
sixty-seven cases. The trouble is 
that the profits of the Salvation 
Army canteen are to be turned 
back to the camp for the pur- 
chase of sports equipment, and 
the way things are going there 
won't be any profits. 

The private canteen was al- 
lowed to operate because it is on 
ground not expropriated by the 
Government when the camp site 
was located. The canteen is a 
small house at the side of a road 
leading directly through the 
camp. After hearing the com- 
plaints from the Salvation Army 
men, who said their canteen was 
comparatively deserted, camp 
officers said they would do some- 
thing about it quickly. 

The drumhead service was 
conducted under brilliant skies, 
with Padre T. W. F. G. Andrews 
speaking to the men from a flag- 
draped pulpit. Behind him had 
been erected a great screen of 
maple leaves. 

"As a compass is to the captain 
of a ship, so is conscience to each 
of us on the sea of life," the 
padre told the new soldiers. 
"How important , it Is that the 
compass be checked regularly so 
that the ship may be guided on 
its true course! It is equally im- 
portant that our conscience be 
checked regularly, or something 
may prevent it from leading us 
to our true destiny. 

"You boys should check your 
conscience by the golden rule 
and by the perfect standard. 
Bring your every-day conduct 
under the light an&Into the pres- 
ence of Jtsus Chrat," he com- 
manded them. 



Taking for his subject "The 
Epitaph of the Lions,* 1 Rev. 
Arthur Greer of the Christian 
Church delivered a powerful 
address to the local service club 
at their last meeting. 

"Not often we think of 
epitaphs or monuments. the 
speaker declared. "Perhaps 
once a year, on Decoration Day. 
Perhaps we think it unimportant 
but it is, in that it spells our 
usefulness during life. It is not 
what is actually written on 
tombstones, but what ought to 
be written there. 

"In old England, a century ago, 
there was a wave of competitive 
effort on the part of the peasant- 
ry to compose epitaph verses for 
deceased relatives and friends. 
When untrained minds become 
employed on any job, there is apt 
to be a high percentage of fail- 
ure. This was no exception. 
These English peasant-folk vied 
with one another to compose 
most striking verses, and some of 
them are certainly striking, if 
nothing else." 

Rev. Greer then cited a num- 
ber of striking and mirth-pro- 
voking verses, the last being: 
"Here lies a man who did no 
good, 

And if he lived he never 
would, 
Where he is or how he fares. 

Nobody knows and nobody 
cares." 

"This could not be said of 
Lions," Rev. Greer continued, 
"for Lions do something — and 
something good. We in the 
churches are appreciative of that. 
Last Christmas we were glad to 
harness with the Lions Club to 
provide for any needy family in 
town. There Ls just one thing 
amiss — that is the work of the 
church. 

"We are not supposed to 
preach the gospel alone, but to 



feed and clothe the poor. The 
-hurch has signally failed in that 
respect. Clubs have taken up 
where the church left off. I 
wonder why? Is it because of 
the church's failure that you 
have taken up this work, or "be- 
cause you men and so many like 
you, did not stay with the church 
so she could perform these char- 
itable services? 

"The Church is not such a bad 
institution as claimed. When 
her epitaph is written, the Divine 
Composer of Verse will have to 
admit her failure, but He will 
not forget to say that she kept 
His name alive upon earth, and 
with many a stumble, she ful- 
filled her task. 

"Let me give a few facts about 
the church — four of them and to 
aid the Lions' memory, each 
initial letter will begin with a 
letter in the word Lino. 

She is a LIVING INSTITU- 
TION: No one cares to be at- 
tached to a dead organization. 
Yon say the church is dying out, 
and the poor people only attend. 
There you are mistaken — men at 
the bottom do attend, men in the 
middle like those on "misty Hats 
— drift to and fro," but men at 
the very top are men of highest 
intelligence, and are still con- 
nected with the church. 

"The CHURCH IS IMMORT- 
AL: Jesus Christ said: "I will 
build my church." If he is the 
builder, will it be left incom- 
plete? Would He start the 
structure. then leave it to 
crumble? Or would He permit 
anything to defeat it? "The 
gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it."

Since the 
clerk is commonly the 'key man'cf tSs* municipality, it is 
essential that he be well equipped for the responsibilities 
of the office; for a mistake on bis part may well become 
most costly and tjrvplve the. municipality in perhaps serious 
trouble. It. ts ihua essential, for the welfare of the muni- 
cipality that all tho^^ who cerve in th!3 capacity shall be 
thoroughly responsible aad eompsteat officials and that 
they stall receive a sste$y feat Is in come decree ccsaneE-. 
sur^te with the inrporta^ce c* the. office. 

It is the tfood fortafc&.of this district that It possesses 
officials of fcHs calibre to who si these who are charged 
with rural municipal administration may look safety for 
advice and guidance, and each of these officers must an- 
nually save for the municipality sums of money several 
times the salaries they actually receive.

TOWNSHIP CLERKS 



When people really realize the amount of work and 
running-about that is expected of township clerks and the 
inadequacy of the salaries that they habitually receive in 
return for what they do, there will be less competition for

the disposal of the municipal authorities, says the Perth 
■Courier. 

It is a common impression that the township clerk Ls 
required to attend municipal meetings, record the minutes 
and sit in a comfortable office doing little more than to 
draw his salary.

There'll always be an England, 
And England shall be free, 
If England means as much to you 
As England means to me. 
And, to show how much England means to him, the 
author of those words, Ross Parker, is now fighting with 
the British army. The composer, Hughie Charles, is also 
engaged in defense work in Britain. 

But, in the intervals, they continue to give lyrical and 
musical expression to their patriotism and their love of 
country. Their latest, "The Navy's Here," has made an im- 
mediate appeal, and its popularity grows steadily as the 
importance of the senior service becomes more and more 
apparent to the Empire. 

It is curious now to learn that "There'll Always Be An 
England" hung fire for many months, but it was written 
at a time when the war clouds had not become lowering, 
when Britain hoped that the conflict be averted. Published 
in April 1939, it was not until the war was, declared in 
September that it began to be generally heard, even in 
England. 

Then, overnight, it sprang into popularity. In little 
more than a month its sales totalled over 300,000 in Eng- 
land alone. Introduced in Canada, it sold GO.OOO copies in 
record time and is a top seller on music counters to-day. 
lis Canadian publisher, Gordon V. Thompson, declared its 
reception by the public a record for recent years. There 
can be little doubt that the secret of the power of "There'll 
Always Be An England" is that it expresses in everyday 
language the faith and belief of millions of British people 
throughout the world.

"THE SEA, HAWK" 
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A Thanksgiving Trip 



By Golden Glow 



What perfect weather we have 
had for our Thanksgiving week- 
end, and were the trees ever 
more beautiful? There seems so 
very many things to write about, 
bat I think a trip along the shore 
of Lake J^imcoe, and a visit to 
Sibbald's beautiful little church 
on Thanksgiving Sunday, and the 
graveyard adjoining should be 
enough for one week! 

The weather has surely given 
us a break after our chilly, wet 
days of September, and especial- 
ly a break over Thanksgiving 
weekend; warm and sunny, blue 
skies and red and gold maples 
everywhere! I had friends from 
Detroit visiting here, and I nat- 
urally wanted to show them 
something impressive too, so I 
showed them the military camp 
crowning Srigley St. hill, and 
believe me, they were certainly 
impressed. They had not imag- 
ined the extent of it. They know 
now, if not before, that Canada 
is at war! 

We saw ine soldiers training in 
the oval inside the race track, 
and 1 was proud to see how well 
they acquitted themselves, hav- 
ing only been training for two 
days! 

Then I took them to Bog-art's 
woods, southeast of the town, 
flaming maples, and some like 
pure gold! But coming west 

along Srigley St., they had an 

even better view of the camp. 
There were soldiers training and 
drilling eveiywhere, some 
marching, some having rifle 
practice, some doing physical 
jerks," while others seemed to 
be chasing each other round and 
round in a circle. 

When I told my friends that all 
this had sprung up in a few short 
weeks, they could hardly believe 
their eyes! It is scarcely more 
than two months since the now 
famous Newmarket Training 
Camp was just an ordinary farm, 
situated on a particularly quiet 
road, where no traffic signs were 
necessary since nobody except 
the few living out that way, ever 
used it. 

From the time I was last along 
the road to see the camp, more 
buildings have been erected, 
among them a huge garage evi- 
dently, from its appearance, and 
the hospital building to the north 
of Srigley street in Connaught 
Gardens. 

The foundation for a cement 
sidewalk was being constructed. 
Let us hope the weather con- 
tinues mild — yes, and dry — so 
that more work may be accomp- 
lished, for when it rains the 
whole place is a sticky mass of 
gooey mud, being of clay com- 
position, I understand. Jusi 
think, there are 3D of these 
training camps all across Canada. 



Now what side-tracked mo— 1 
started off to tell of a delightful 
trip to Sibbald's church, and the 
graveyard adjoining, and a visit 
to the grave of a former rector, 
Canon M'Gonigle, or should I 
say Capt. the Rev. Canon 
IvrGonigle, for he was padre in 
the last war. His body now rests 
in that most beautiful little 
cemetery beside a particularly 
large evergreen tree in the quiet 
"hallowed acre" overlooking 
lovely Lake Simcoe. 

There are some of the loveliest 
trees I ever saw In Sibbald's 
graveyard* and some decidedly 
interesting memorial tablets! 
The church is also particularly 
interesting, being a real old- 
timer, with a quaint carved pul- 
pit, reached by a winding stair- 
case, with a gate to close the 
speaker in, once he has climbed 
the stair to the rostrum. Some of 
the carving is exquisite, especial- 
ly a fresco — no that isn't the 
word I want, for fresco is a 
painting, isn't it? I want a word 
to describe the panel that runs 
directly below the ceiling, all 
round the top of the church. It 
is carved in a beautiful design of 
grapevines, with clusters ' of 
grapes here and there at regular 
intervals. It must have taken 
years to cane! To me it ap- 
peared priceless! 

But perhaps you are not inter- 
ested in old churches! If you are 
then by all means take a trip to 
see that perfect little gem of 
architecture. The exterior is as 

interesting as the interior, being 
of stone, with a quaint square 

tower. Among the most inter- 
esting things are the Sibbald 
memorial tablets high up, on the 
western facade, and the gar- 
goyles in the shape of ram heads 
that form water-spouts from the 
roof. 

I do not think there is any 
drive anywhere that excels our 
"Marine Drive" round the east 
shore of Lake Simcoe to Sibbald's 
church, for you are not out of 
sight of the lake scarcely at all. 
and in many places the road, and 
a good road too, runs right be- 
side the water. In fact, in one 
place the waves dashed over the 
top of .our car once as we drove 
along there in a thunder-storm. 

There are as beautiful homes 
as you will find anywhere, and 
oh the gardens and lawns, and 
specially the wonderful cedar 
hedges! So many summer homes 
have cedar hedges surrounding 
them, which certainly add to 
(heir beauty. Then, this autumn 
there has been no severe frost 
up to now. Why even the tender 
nasturtiums are masses of bloom. 
But the salvia! Oh, the salvia!

I used to know the 
sound they made as they went 
up and down a grade, but now, 
I often think a car is stopping 
here, my dreams to mar. 

But maybe just my courage 
fails from reading wild detective 
tales. And then, as streaks of 
dawn appear, a sweeter, sound 
breaks on the ear — a bird note, 
sleepy-soft and sweet, a note of 
praise, the day to greet. I hear 
the kittens climb the door while 
they, their indignation pour, be- 
cause it doesn't open wide and 
let them find their way inside. 

The younger cats their woes 
make known in many a minor 
undertone, while those whose 
years have taught them more, 
speak in a sort of muffled roar. 
Then hear their loud, contented 
purr as down they sit to lick 
their fur, or lap their milk con- 
tentedly, with tails out where no 
tails should be. 

The coffee (perks, the kettle 
sings — how lovely all these com- 
mon things. Hear now, the 
sounds of day once . more, the 
friendly hand upon your door; 
you hear the school bell on the 
breeze; the sound of wind among 
the trees; the roosters crowing 
here and there, the sheep dog's 
bark floats on the air. A plow- 
man to his horses calling a tract- 
or o'er a brown field crawling. 
The factory whistle bidding men 
to meet their day of toil again.

(ells soldiers it is time to eat. 

But In this land of normal 
sounds, where peace with plenty 
yet abounds, where thanks we 
give for what is ours, and pray 
that never alien powers will 
wreck the cherished, homely 
things, that to each home con- 
tentment brings. Give thanks 
for those who guard our land, 
and for our noble Empire stand. 
Give thanks that among men is 
still, a leader, like our great 
Churchill, and of our King and 
Queen we say, "God save them 
for a better day."

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Italy's threat to the United 
States has been compared to the 
challenge issued to the absent 
cat by the drunken mouse of the 
fable. It Is just fifty years ago 
this month since Italy issued its 
last previous challenge to the 
great republic. 

On October 15, 1890, Chief of 
Police David Henncssy, of New 
Orleans, La., was assassinated by 
a J>and of Italians, presumably 
members of the Sicilian Mafia. 
Within a few days 17 arrests were 
made. These men were promptly 
indicted and nine of them went 
on trial. The jury found six of 
these guilty. This was some five 
months 'after the commission of 
the murder. A few days later a 
mob, led by a lawyer named 
Parkerson, broke into the jail, 
and shot, or hanged, 11 prisoners. 
Two of these were not American 
citizens. 

A strong protest came from 
Rome. James G. Blaine, who was 
Secretary of State under Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison, wrote 
to the Governor of Louisiana de- 
precating the conduct of the citi- 
zens of New Orleans, but In an- 
swer to the demands of the Ital- 
ian Government it was set forth 
by Washington that Rome must 
look for redress to the sovereign 
State of Lousislaria. it was fully 
a year later that the U.S. Gov- 
ernment paid $25,000 to the rela- 
tives of the slain Italians, and 
Baron dl Vava, who had been re- 
called, resumed his post at Wash- 
ington, j 

In the meantime the attitude 
of the United States public had 
been one of rather hilarious de- 
fiance, echoed, or perhaps satiri- 
cally admonished, by a New York 
Herald writer in some verses 
which began: 

I am the American Eagle, and 
my wings flap together. 
Likewise I roost high and I cat 
bananas raw. '

and howl, | 

But she can't sit on me, see?

The following article is from a 
recent letter from Sirs. Dorothy 
Silk Greenland, to her mother, 
Mrs. Silk of King, written from 
Kingston, England. 

"Just a hurried line to let you 
know we are still alive and weH. 
I seem, to be la one perpetual 
rush these days. The sirens us- 
ually go about 8 p.m., and then, 
we have to get out of tfao kitchen 
and lounge, as they are too un- 
safe, so we sit )a the hall ptesagy. 
About 10 o'clock two girls who 
live In the. upstair* flat 1 comein 
to sleep. Wo have. the. camp btd,. 
In the, passage and one "sleeps. 
there, and. the other elcep3 on a 
Li!oon ; the floor. 

"Jack and I sleep In the bed- 
room which is quite protected 
by the wall of the opposite house, 
but I have space underneath the 
bed so that we can scramble 
under there. Night after night 
the Jerries come over, and as we 
have big mobile guns, and the 
A.A. batteries all around us, the 
gunfire is terrific. You lie in bed 
and listen to the drone of the 
engines, and then you hear the 
whistle through the air which 
means that bombs have been un- 
loaded, and one holds one's 
breath, wondering if it will land 
in the house. 

"Since the fire about which I 
wrote you in my last letter, 
Kingston has again been bombed. 
Do you remember "Ye Old Post 
Office, right opposite the King's 

Stone? Well that is a wreck. I 
don't think there is a stone in 
Kingston or in the market place 
left with any windows. Dentals' 
has had it again and the Jerries 
said over their wireless they are 
out for them, as they are dis- 
playing a Junkers, the money to 
go for a Spitfire. 

**The devils, now they have 
torpedoed this boat in mid-ocean, 
and 83 kiddies have lost their 
lives. We'll pay them back, and 
we were all heartened to hear 
that Berlin had been subjected to 
bombing for four hours. We are 
more and more determined to see 
it through lb the bitter end. 
Such indiscriminate bombing and 
when our King and Queen were 
bombed at Buckingham Palace, 
that was the last straw, and they 
are doing their best to get them 
to leave the Palace, but I can't 
imagine them doing so. What a 
wonderful couple they are. Daily 
they are to be seen visiting poor, 
homeless people. We are all 
very grim, and it is just wonder- 
ful how everyone is adapting 
themselves to changed condi- 
tions. 

"All the cinemas close at 9, and 
there is not a person to he seen 
in the streets . after the; sirens 
(Wailing Winnie we call them) 
goes at 8. I am using splinter- 
proof net on the windows to 
prevent glass from hurting any- 
one. ... 

"It is really marvellous how 
grim and courageous the stricken 
people are, and the Germans 
don't know the British nature. 
When things are tough, it just 
strengthens our resolve to kill 
them and finish them off. Before 
I used to worry about my flat, 
but I am only concerned about 
our lives, as one can always get 
furniture if necessary, t 

"I have two suitcases packed 
with warm clothing in case we 
have to evacuate. 

"Did you listen to the King's 
speech? How heartened we were 
to hear his courageous words. 
They arc the exact sentiment of 
the people, and what a wonder- 
ful example they are. 

"We shall be so glad when this 
war is over, but never will capit- 
ulate. Our navy and K.A.F. arc 
wonderful, also the home units. 
There is splendid co-operatfon 
and everyone is helping one 
another."
